AN ACT to amend section four hundred fifty-three (453) of the code of 1931, relating
to armory board, tenure, duties, payment of allowances.

That section four hundred fifty-three (453), code of
1931, be amended by adding to the end of the second paragraph the
the following:

“Said board may lease property to be used for armory purposes,
said lease to extend for any period, but not to exceed fifteen (15)
years.”

AN ACT to amend section four hundred fifty-nine (459) of the code of 1931, relating
to military stores property of the state.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. That section four hundred fifty-nine (459), code of
1931, be amended by adding to the said section the following:

“It shall be the duty of the adjutant general to cause an inventory
to be taken at least once each year of all military stores, property and
funds under his jurisdiction, and there is hereby appropriated out of
the general fund an amount not to exceed two thousand five hundred
dollars ($2,500) to carry out the provisions of this act.”
